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CONVENTION  NEWS 


The  Texas  Numismatic  Association 
proudly  announces  that  James  A. 
Conlon.  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing,  will  be  a  special  guest  at 
the  10th  convention  will  be  held  at  the 
Gunter  Hotel  in  downtown  San  An¬ 
tonio,  June  17-19. 

Conlon  brings  with  him  over  a 
quarter  century  of  service  to  his 
country  in  the  design,  planning,  pro¬ 
duction  and  distribution  of  paper  cur¬ 
rency,  stamps,  bonds,  military  pay¬ 
ment  certificates  and  occupational 
currency.  The  bureau  has  been  re¬ 
sponsible  for  our  paper  money  since 
1862.  and  not  one  issue  or  series  has 
ever  been  devalued,  recalled  or  other¬ 
wise  voided  or  declared  worthless.  It 
is  one  of  the  few  government  depart¬ 
ments  that  show  a  profit  at  the  end 
of  each  fiscal  year,  which  indicates 
the  efficiency  with  which  it  is  op¬ 
erated.  All  numismatists  with  paper 
money  interests,  and  philatelists,  will 
enjoy  meeting  and  hearing  the  Bu¬ 
reau  director. 

The  exhibit  chairman  for  the  con¬ 
vention  has  advised  that  the  coveted 
Harvey  Bruns  award  for  Mexican 
coinage  exhibits  was  inadvertently 
omitted  from  the  exhibitor's  brochures. 

The  special  award  is  presented  an¬ 
nually  for  the  best  exhibit  of  Coins 
of  Mexico.  The  category  includes 
metallic  coins  of  Mexico,  Revolution¬ 
ary  coins,  Mexican  States’  coins  and 
Spanish  coins  minted  in  Mexico  af¬ 
ter  1536.  It  does  not  include  medals, 
tokens  or  paper  money.  The  awards 
which  conforms  to  other  T.  N.  A. 
awards  is  furnished  and  presented  by 
Bruns.  I  N.  A.  standing  rules  and 
regulations  are  used  for  judging  and 
no  persons  eligible  to  receive  the 
award  two  consecutive  years. 

I  he  National  Commemorative  So¬ 


ciety  of  Philadelphia  will  provide 
the  feature  attraction  in  the  exhibit 
room  of  the  world  -  renowned  Plat¬ 
inum  Proof  coin  -  medals  for  the  con¬ 
vention.  This  will  be  the  first  time 
that  these  47  unique  Platinum  Proofs 
have  been  displayed  in  their  entirety. 

The  Society’s  standing  rules  per¬ 
mit  only  three  solid  platinum  proofs

Consider  the  Mercury  dime! 

In  size— it  is  the  smallest  United 
States  coin  minted  thus  far  in  the 
20th  centrin’.  Designed  by  A. A.  Wein¬ 
man,  who  also  created  the  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollar,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  through  the  entire  life  issue 
of  these  two  series  that  no  change  in 
configuration  or  metal  content  was 
deemed  necessary.  This  capacity  for 
understanding  what  of  design  would 
endure  and  yet  he  adaptable  to  the 
mechanics  of  coinage  was  very  similar 
to  the  work  of  Charles  A.  Barber,  who 
was  his  immediate  predecessor. 

Weinman  was  able  to  cram  con¬ 
siderable  artistic  symbolism  into  the 
small  area  of  the  dime  without  de¬ 
stroying  the  basic  function  of  creat¬ 
ing  a  design  for  exchange.  The  ob¬ 
verse  of  Libert v  shows  her  with  wings 
crowning  her  cap  which  Weinman  ex¬ 
plained  as  a  symbol  of  the  liberty  of 
thought. 

On  the  reverse  the  axe  in  the  bound 
faces  superimposed  on  tree  limb  ex¬ 
presses  the  strength  of  unity  midst 
the  life  and  growth  of  our  country 
which  in  turn  is  a  branch  of  the  tree 
of  the  world. 

In  practice,  Weinman’s  design 
fared  very  well  indeed.  In  every  year 
of  issue  and  from  each  mint  came  a 
well-struck  "frosty”  coin.  When  put 
in  circulation,  the  coins  wore  evenly 
to  retain  the  immediate  identification, 
which  incidentally,  is  the  purpose  for 
which  coins  are  struck. 

It  is  true  that  most  of  the  1921 
and  19211)  issue  were  poorly  struck 
on  the  reverse  which  accounts  for  the 
rapid  wear  on  the  backside  of  these 
coins  when  they  went  into  circulation.

However,  there  were  well-struck 
specimens  from  both  these  mints. 
This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  many 
complete  sets  of  Mercury  dimes  that 
exist  today  which  are  not  only  un¬ 
circulated,  but  wherein  each  coin 
matches  all  others  in  strike  and  per¬ 
fection. 

As  many  advanced  collectors  have 
found— price  and  availability  in  coins 
are  not  always  synonymous.  Granted, 
the  1916D  is  the  most  costly  in  the 
dime  'series.  However,  monev  will 
som  sniff  cut  a  specimen  of  this  date 
and  mint  in  almost  any  grade  includ¬ 
ing  the  uncirculated.  But  in  the  upper 
grades— the  1926S1  is  usually  much 
harder  to  obtain  although  this  is  not 
reflected  in  its  ultimate  price. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of 
availability  of  some  of  the  more  com¬ 
mon  dates.  In  uncirculated  condition 
—the  1918P  and  the  1924P  are  much 
scarcer  than  either  their  price  or 
mintage  might  indicate. 

In  the  circulated  category  we  wish 
to  make  special  mention  of  the  1913P. 
A  full-rimmed  coin  of  this  issue  is 
not  presently  real  scarce— but  again, 
it  is  not  always  available.  Recall  that 
the  dime  was  the  highest  denomina¬ 
tion  and  the  only  silver  coin  minted 
in  the  depression  year  of  1931.  All 
three  mints  combined  produced 
slightly  over  five  million  dimes.  Then 
no  nickels,  dimes,  halves  or  debars 
were  minted  the  following  vear  of 
1932  so  the  previous  year  major  is¬ 
sue  did  extra  duty.  If  a  new  semi-key 
and  then  a  key  coin  appears  in  the 
Mercury  series  at  some  future  date 
you  may  be  the  one  to  say,  "I  told  you 
so.” 
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SEARCH  FOR  'FIDOS'  GROWS 
AMONG  AMERICAN  COLLECTORS 


A  growing  fad  among  United  States 
col’ect  i  s  involves  a  systematic  search 
for  “f'd'-s”  generally  regarded  as  mint 
errors,  mis-strikes,  off-center  coins 
and  various  irregular  pieces  that  have 
oscar-  d  the  mint  counters.  Some  of 
these  oddities  are  very  freakish,  while 
others  are  barely  acceptable  as  errors. 

The  eagerness  of  some  searchers 
through  rolls  frequently  causes  them 
to  cull  out  coins  with  only  the  slight¬ 
est  variation  from  the  conventional 
ones,  a  development  that  has  placed 
many  ouestionable  irregularities  in  the 
limelight. 

About  100  years  ago  an  irregular 
coin  simply  was  turned  into  the  bank 
or  post  office  by  the  holder  with  the 
hope  it  would  be  accepted  at  face 
value,  and  possibly  that  was  the  most 
sensible  thing  to  do.  But  now  the  eager 
collector  pounces  on  any  irregularity 
as  an  important  error,  and  simply 
makes  the  most  of  it  as  an  oddity. 
Frequently  an  argument  rages  over 
whether  the  freakish  condition  was 
caused  from  shaking,  or  from  plain 
kicking  around  under  hard  usage. 
The  difference  is  very  important  in 
the  acceptance  of  a  coin  that  could 
have  been  run  over  by  a  train.  At  any 
rate,  the  avid  error  seeker  doesn’t 
need  much  of  an  excuse  to  cull  out 
and  hold  damaged  or  irregular  coins 
that  show  strong  question  marks. 

The  true  error  coins  are  an  inter¬ 
esting  lot  and  may  be  found  in  all 
degrees  of  imperfections.  Some  are 
struck  twice,  others  are  thicker  or 
thinner  than  they  should  be.  The 
mint  tries  to  catch  all  conspicuous  er¬ 
rors,  but  they  do  get  by  now  and 
then.  It  has  been  suspected  that  mint 
employees  on  rare  occasions  have  pur¬ 
posely  struck  coins  in  the  wrong  met- 
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als  to  create  real  rarities  for  influ¬ 
ential  collectors,  but  this  would  be 
difficult  to  prove.  .Mound  1836  and 
1860  it  is  known  that  some  of  this 
extra  curricula  took  place,  but  still 
it  could  have  been  in  regular  line  of 
duty  while  working  with  patterns  and 
experimental  pieces.  Lhidoubtedlv  the 
use  of  old  dies  of  former  years  was 
an  unauthorized  experiment,  but  it 
succeeded  in  creating  real  accepted 
rarities  of  today.  It  is  believed  that  a 
part  of  the  famous  1804  dollars  was 
struck  about  1859  for  the  benefit  of 
collectors. 

The  chance  of  finding  a  real  oddity 
while  casually  looking  through  pocket 
change  is  perhaps  one  in  a  million, 
yet  many  searchers  keep  looking. 
Other  take  home  large  numbers  of 
bank-rolled  coins  in  an  effort  to  beat 
or  reduce  the  odds  against  them.  By 
far  the  greatest  number  of  freaks  is 
caught  at  the  mint,  but  a  few  do 
get  out  by  hook  or  crook. 

The  early  coins  of  the  Greeks  and 
Romans  were  mostly  off  center,  ir¬ 
regular  and  even  crudely  struck  prior 
to  300  B.  C.  Yet  the  collector  passes 
over  these  faults  gladly  if  the  rare 
old  items  are  genuine.  The  remark¬ 
able  fact  is  that  modern  freak  coins 
are  much  more  in  evidence  than  those 
dating  back  prior  to  100  A.D\  The  ob¬ 
vious  reason  for  this  is  that  the  an¬ 
cients  struck  all  coins  by  hand  and 
were  able  to  throw  out  the  culls  on 
even  a  casual  inspection.  Nearly  all 
of  the  finished  coins  of  the  Greeks 
and  Romans  were  considerably  out- 
of-round,  with  the  prime  objective 
having  been  toward  fineness  and  cor¬ 
rect  weight.  The  planchets  were 
pinched  off  and  it  is  doubtful  ii  the 
blank  stocks  were  truly  round  in  the 
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beginning. 

Many  of  the  designs  were  not  cen¬ 
tered  well,  but  thev  were  not  consid¬ 
ered  freaks  for  this  small  fault.  The 
ancients  took  great  pride  in  their 
workmanship  and  especially  in  their 
ability  to  make  coins  of  the  correct 
weight. 

Many  of  our  early  dollars  and  half 
dollars  were  struck  off  center,  and 
until  recently  tin's  small  error  reduced 
the  value  of  such  issues.  However,  the 
recent  fad  toward  errors  has  done 
much  to  ease  the  objection,  and  now 
a  slightly  off-center  1795  dollar  prob¬ 
ably  would  bring  as  much  as  an  even¬ 
ly  struck  one.  Some  of  the  first  half 
dollars  were  slightly  lopsided,  but 
their  acceptance  is  general  if  thev 
are  slightly  worn  and  of  the  scarce 
varieties.  A  really  freaky  one  might 
bring  a  good  premium. 

The  introduction  in  1836  of  the 
steam  processes  did  much  to  elim¬ 
inate  the  errors  that  had  plagued  the 
old  methods.  The  coins  immediately 


took  on  a  more  professional  appear¬ 
ance,  and  uniformity  was  the  gen¬ 
eral  rule.  Nearly  all  of  our  dollars 
minted  from  1840  until  1850  were 
of  unusual  quality,  and  the  same  ex¬ 
cellence  applied  to  the  half  dollars. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  freaks 
from  leaving  the  mint  in  one  way 
or  another.  They  are  thrown  aside 
for  discard,  but  they  “mysteriously” 
get  to  dealers  and  collectors  who  seem 
to  have  contacts  in  the  right  places. 
Actually  the  appearance  of  a  few  im¬ 
perfect  pieces  here  and  there  is  not 
serious,  and  most  collectors  are  not 
above  scheming  for  them. 

More  freaks  turn  up  in  the  Lin¬ 
coln  cent  series  than  in  any  other  de¬ 
nomination,  doubtless  the  result  of 
such  a  large  mintage.  Even  blank 
planchets  are  known,  but  they  do  not 
command  high  prices  because  of  the 
difficulty  in  authenticating  them  as 
genuine  blanks.  Irregular  coins  with 
dates  showing  are  the  most  desired 
in  the  m  is-s truck  series.

M  e  e  t  Charlie 
Babcock,  that  ball- 
of-fire,  that  human 
perpetual  motion 
machine  of  the 
Beaumont  Coin 
Club! 

Relatively  a  new¬ 
comer  to  coin  col¬ 
lecting,  Charlie’s 
activities  in  behalf 
of  the  Beaumont 
club,  T  N  A,  and 
ANA.  would  make  you  think  he’d 
been  horn  with  a  Yeoman’s  Red  Book 
in  one  hand  and  the  Brown  Book  in 
the  other. 

In  June  1965,  visiting  with  his 
ever-lovin’  wife,  Mary  Elizabeth,  in 
Hamilton,  Bermuda,  Charlie  stopped 
in  The  Bermuda  Coin  Company’s 
shop  in  the  Old  Cellar  on  Front  Street, 
and  succumbed  to  the  lure  of  gold 
aureus.  Next  day  he  went  back  and 
bought  another  aureus,  and  the  coin¬ 
collecting  habit  bad  him  hooked,  for, 
when  he  came  home,  he  joined  the 
Beaumont  Coin  Club  and  then  went 
to  Houston’s  ’65  ANA  convention. 

For  two  years  Charlie  handled  the 
Beaumont  club’s  publicity.  He  sug¬ 
gested  a  Beaumont  Coin  Club  Bul¬ 
letin,  so  they  stuck  him  with  the  ed¬ 
itorship  and  the  advertising  manager¬ 
ship,  not  to  mention  the  ’67  veepship 
of  the  club,  for  which  he  had  signed 
up  34  new  members  in  1966.  (Note  to 
TNA  Prez  Bill  Brothers:  Why  don’t 
you  give  this  fellow  a  flock  of  TNA 
membership  applications?) 

His  collecting  interests?  You  name 
it,  Charlie  collects  it!  Mrs.  Babcock 
collects  silver  dollars,  and  is  especi¬ 
ally  fond  of  "Walking  Liberty”  halves. 

Born  in  Galveston,  Charles  Bab¬ 


cock  took  a  business  course,  worked 
for  the  Galveston  Tribune,  then  to 
Texas  A&M  where  he  edited  The  Bat¬ 
talion,  was  Asst.  Bus.  Mgr.  of  The 
Longhorn,  president  of  the  A&M  Glee 
Club,  beat  heck  out  of  the  A&M’s 
bass  drum,  was  student  assistant  to 
the  Registrar,  and  for  two  years  even 
taught  the  violin  to  two  pupils  in 
Bryan.  (Editor’s  note:  Neither  of 
Charlie’s  pupils  ever  became  a  serious 
threat  to  Yehudi  Menuhin.)  World 
War  I  yanked  Maestro  Charles  into 
OCS',  Fort  Sheridan.  Illinois,  grad¬ 
uating  him  as  an  infantry  2nd  lieu¬ 
tenant,  and  to  Mississippi  College, 
Clinton,  Miss. 

Once  Lieut.  Babcock  was  on  the 
job,  the  war  eventually  ended,  he  was 
discharged  in  time  for  Christmas

granted.  Full  access  to  every  phase 
of  the  making  of  paper  money  was 
allowed  and  an  aide  appointed  by  the 
director,  was  very  courteous  in  an¬ 
swering  questions,  noting  what  photos 
were  desired,  and  making  the  tour 
quite  enjoyable  and  informative. 

The  Bureau  opened  in  1862  and 
has  purchased  the  very  special  paper 
for  bills  from  the  same  Supplier  for 
over  100  years.  The  ink,  which  never 
dries,  was  invented  in  1857  and  con¬ 
tinues  unchanged  with  only  three  men 
knowing  just  how  it  is  made.  The 
green  color  is  used  to  discourage 
counterfeiting. 

Whyborn  described  the  steps  in 
making  a  bill,  said  that  each  employee 
in  turn  thinks  of  the  money  produc¬ 
ed  as  his  own,  showing  great  pride 
in  it.  He  said  that  the  flat-bed  press 
is  out-of-date,  that  the  cylindrical
